As I said, everyone t <kes ooffee on gat- 


ting out of bed, as soon as they are dress- 
ed. Ooffee is sold on the corners for a 
dump (forty rcm) or Iwo oente a cup; in 
the coafeotionnrua it U gold, foe two 
dumps a cup. One morning I concluded 
I would take a cup away from the hotel. I 
went to the cafe, where the gentlemen 
were congregated, took a seat at a table, 
and was immediately served with a onp 
oi delicious coffee. Baring finished, I 
walked np to the desk to pay for it, throw 
down a ten cent ticket, with the remark, 
"am cafe," and waited for my change.' 
The clerk said something to me in Porto- 
eeeee. Thinking he did not understand, 
I repeated "um cafe." Still he gave me 
no change, but went on talking to me in 
Portugese. I couldn't tell what he was 
saying, co I said, "cafe pnra um" (coffee 
for one). Just then tbe boy who waited 
on me came np and said something to tbe 
clerk, who paid me my change, and slid 
in good English, '-Why don't yon speak 
English P" Again I flushed np. I had 
been trying witb my few broken sentences 
to make him understand what I wanted 
to pay him for, under the impression that 
he did not speak English, snd he had betn 
trying to get Portugese enough out of me 
to explain myself. He was an Eiglieh- 
mau who spoke Portugese, and I was an 
American who didn't 
Very often when 


the Brazilians are asked if they speak 
English, they Answer "yes," they "speak 
English and American, too."

Ton can declare nothing, to 
oe criminal which the law doeii not con- 
demn, and yoa can declare nothing inno- 
cent which it does condemn, li yon dis- 
regard this you become yourselves trans- 
gressors of law, by error or usurpation; 
tor your duty here is simply oue of ad- 
ministering tho law, and not cf making or 
correcting it. 


Most of the malterd you will have to 


consider will come before you in tho form 
of bills of indictment prepared by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Tou will oall before you 
/no witnesses whose names yon find writ- 
ten on each bill, and awear them to tell 
tho truth in relation to tho charge con- 
tained in it; and if, af:or hearing them, 
you are convinced that there is reasonable 


videnoo that the charge is true, you will 
iod and endorse "a tiua bill ;" but if 
othertris*, you will endorse tho bill "ig- 
noramus" or not a true bill.

Social influence and position is H shield

Strong il^h break up tbo nets ia which 
weaker fry are caught, acd it U well to 
complain of this that'wo miy notice it* 
souroe in our common humtm weakness 
and guard ugaiabt it. 


You cannot move in an inquiry about 


tha crime ot bribery at elections without 
finding yourselves hindered or foiled by 
party men, wbo wish to save a zealous 
partisan from harm and their party from 
discredit; and thus you will discover that 
very earnest partisanship is apt to foroe 
its morals and even ita religion into sub- 
jection to its party ptr-giocB, and require 
them to sustain any measure that gives 
hope of a party triumph. Men who sac- 
rifice honor or Lonesty or other high prin* 
ciple for oar cause are very apt to find 09 
willing to cover 3on»», if not muH'r.udes, 
of: their eius.

measure of our nature if you do not find 
dispositions within you, urging yon to he 
blind to tho faults of one side and uuduly 
suspicions of those of tbe other, and warp- 
ing your judgment io. the a ear oh ot truth.

It is a 
vioo that will be the ruin of our o;untry, 
us it Ima been cf others, if ic boon-no so 
common that criminal justice shull bj>\- 
beforo it. 


Lot truth ba your guide in tliis and 


every other investigation; it is of no partj; 
it givea way before neither friends nor 
enemies, nor party expediency, nor popu- 
lar excitement. Obey the spirit or' the 
truth with tingle minded devotion, nnd it 
will make you free in judging and bruve 
iu doing riglxt. 'F.'o be truo to ourselves 
and our country, wo must have a deep und 
constant sense of moral obligation, a frank- 
ness and candor gin Jour search after tbe 
truth, and in subiubeion to it, that yields 
to no "fsar, favor, tffection or reward, or 
any hopo thereof." Without this all our 
boasting of our liberty is but a. covering 
up of our dcfectc, and stimulating them 
to corruption. If yon get aay trtuo of any 
criminals cf this class, and need more than 
usual timo to follow it out, the court will 
cheerfully concede it to you. Ia attend- 
ing to this you will fee'I tbe importance of 
that p'.rt of youc oath that requires jou 
to keep all your deliberations becret.
